SOVIET DIPLOMAT 
ON WARSAW VISIT 
TALKS WITH BECK 


Conversations Are Believed 
to Center in Possible 
Russian Military Aid to 
Poland. 


WARSAW, May 10 (AP).—Vlad- 
imir P. Potemkin, Soviet Russia’s 
first assistant commissar of For- 
eign Affairs, conferred today with 
Foreign Minister Col. Joseph Beck 
on vital Polish-Russian relations 
in the face of Germany’s demand 
for Danzig. 

Talks between the two officials, 
aiming to improve Polish-Russian 
relations, were expected to center 
on possible Soviet military ’ assist- 
ance to Poland. 

Potemkin, on his way home from 
Turkey, Bulgaria and Rumania, ar- 
rived here late yesterday. He was 
received at the Foreign Office to- 
day by Miroslav Arciszewski, For- 
eign Affairs Undersecretary, with 
whom he talked before the confer- 
ence with Beck. 

Conferences between Beck and 
Monsignor Filippo Cortesi, papal 
nuncio to Poland, were not yet 
concluded, it was said. Cortesi 
talked with Beck yesterday, pre- 
sumably to learn the Polish reac- 
tion-to Pope Pius peace negotia- 
tions, 

Observers considered fPoland’s 
position delicate as regards any 
possibility of mediation between 
Germany and Poland by the Vati- 
can. It was pointed out that Po- 
is strongly Catholic but is 
averse to anything other than di- 
rect negotiations to settle foreign 
problems, 

Originally Potemkin was to 
have taken the morning train for 
Moscow after a night’s rest at the 
Russian embassy. After his ar- 
rival last night, however, he decid- 
ed to delay departure until late 
today. 

The change of schedule was fol- 
lowed by reports that a series of 
official conferences had been ar- 
ranged, but authoritative confir- 
mation was lacking. Commenting 
on the recent Soviet decision to 
fill the vacant post of Ambassa- 
dor to Poland, the newspaper Kur- 
jer Czerwony, close to the Foreign 
Office, had said that Russia was 
“ready and willing to improve its 
relations with Poland.”

WASHINGTON, May 10 (AP).—

Sweden, Norway and Fin- 
land to Make Separate 
Replies on Nazi Non- 
Aggression Proposal. 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, May 10 
(AP). — Sweden, Norway, Finland 
and Denmark will make separate 
replies to Chancellor Hitler’s offer 
of non-aggression pacts.

ILLINOIS HOUSE. GROUP 
VOTES COAL RESEARCH 


Approves $300,000 Appropria- 
tion to Produce Smoke- 
less Fuel.

SPRINGFIELD, Il., May 10.—An 
‘appropriation of $300,000 for perfec- 
tion of a commercial process for 
producing smokeless fuel from low- 
grade Illinois soft coal was ap- 
proved today by the House Appro- 
priations Committee of the Legis-| 
lature. Earmarked in the fund is 
'$95.000 for a laboratory building at 
‘Urbana, Il, where the State Geo- 
logical Survey would conduct the 
study. 

A two-year program is proposed. 

State Representative Calvin D. 
‘Johnson (Rep.) of Belleville, spon- 
sor of the bill, told the committee 
today that a cost of 83 cents a ton 
‘for processing would make possible 
‘competition with other fuels. It has 
been shown that processing can be 
done at that figure, but only on a 
‘mass production basis, he said. 
| St. Louis officials and business 
‘men have been interested in the 
ipassage of this measure, in the 
|hope that it would make possible 
| the eXmination of unprocessed soft 
jcoal there, in the effort to abate 
‘excessive smoke. Mayor Dickmann 
appeared before the House com- 
‘mittee April 25 to advocate ap- 
'proval. 
The Mayor told the committee 
ithat St. Louis wanted to use South- 
lern Illinois coal, but was anxious 
ito get rid of the smoke it has 
‘caused. Smoke Commissioner Ray- 
‘mind R. Tucker of St. Louis testi- 
ified that the ultimate solution of 
‘the smoke problem was to be found 
‘in a smokeless fuel which domestic 
lconsumers could afford. 

In 1923 coal production in IMli- 
nois, by 99,742 miners, was 80,000,- 
000 tons, Johnson related, but by. 
1937 it had fallen to 51,000,000 tons, 
with 47,500 miners. The [Illinois 
coal beds contained 200,000,000,000 
tons, only 6 per cent of which has 
been mined, he asserted.

No ‘Pay Off,’ ‘No Fraud,’

Missouri State. 


The report of accountants and 
legal investigators on the sale of 
the Missouri State Life Insurance 
Co. to the General American Life 
Insurance Co. in 1933 is in the 
hands of Gov. Lloyd C. Stark and 
Attorney-General Roy McKittrick. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch 
April 21, the report shows no cor- 
rupt “payoff” or irregularity in 
connection with the transaction. 
The Post-Dispatch related that R. 
Emmet O’Malley, then State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, en- 
deavored to collect $200,000 from 
the organizers of General Ameri- 
can as a “contribution” for the 
Pendergast political machine. His 
request was flatly refused by Wal- 
ter W. Head, who represented East- 
ern capitalists in formation of the 
company, and who is now presi- 
dent of General American. 

The report, prepared by the law 
firm of Polk & Williams, with the 
assistance of Ernst & Ernst, ac- 
countants, makes no specific rec- 
ommendation to the Governor. The

While the investigators found 
nothing to criticise in the major 
transaction by which the assets of 
Missouri State Life were sold to) 
General American, they did find) 
some fault with a later deal in} 
Treasury bonds. The insurance 
company, in 1935-36, allocated part 
of its purchases of bonds to the 
Drovers and Merchants’ Bank of St. 
Joseph, Mo., the bank paying $372 
less than what was held to be the 
market value of the bonds. “Mr. 
Head and his family, directly or in- 
directly, owned the controlling in- 
terest in the Drovers and Mer- | 
chants’ Bank,” the report said. | 

In December, 1935, General Amer- | 
ican received a $1,150,000 allotment | 
of Treasury bonds, of which, at | 
Head’s direction, $25,000 was allot- | 
ted to the St. Joseph bank. In| 
March, 1936, when $1,300,000 more 
of bonds was received by the insur- 
ance company, $30,000 of the bonds 
was allotted to the same bank. The/| 
bank paid the price for the bonds) 
in each case, with a certain amount} 
additional for the premium on the 
bonds; but there was a difference, 
mostly in the second transaction, 
between the amount paid and the 
full market price, including premi- 
um, which the accountants estimat- 
ed at $372. 

“We are unable to find that the 
transaction in these bonds, in view 
of Mr. Head’s relationship (to the 
bank management) was justified or 
proper,” the report said. 

Explanation by Head. 

Head when asked by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday as 
to this detail of the report, said 
he had not seen the report, and 
had not been made acquainted with 
the charges which the lawyers and 
accountants were ask to investi- 
gate. 

“Mr. Head “explained the trans- 
action in each instance,” the re- 
port stated. “He said that in each 
instance General American got a 
larger allotment (of bonds) than 
was contemplated, and that he had 
told the other officers that, if 
there was an excess, he wanted it 
to go to the Drovers and Mer- 
chants’ Bank. 

“He said that, if he had wanted 
to chisel, he would certainly chisel 
more than that; that it was a rec- 
ognized custom to oversubscribe for 
Government issues and allocate 
oversubscriptions to other financial 
institutions; and that he saw noth- 
ing wrong with it, as General 
American had gotten more than 
they wanted, even though the bonds 
were worth more on the market 
than the bank paid for them.”

Stalin will take in the near fu- 
ture, one thing is now clear, It is 
that, since about the middle of 
March, Russia has emerged once 
more aS @ major Power in the re- 
jations of the Old World. 

Russia, which was excluded from 
the diplomacy of Munich by the 
common consent of the four Pow- 
ers, is now being wooed by all of 
them. One has only to read the 
report of Stalin made on March 10 
to the eighteenth congress of the 
Communist party to understand 
that the Russians are fully aware 
of this change in their position,

of it. 

Therefore, in speculating on the 
reasons for Litvinov’s retirement, 
the best approach is to deduce the 
reasons for the event by consider- 
ing its effect. The effect has been, 
to make the world conscious of the 
new situation which has been de- 
veloping for some months, 

We may assume that almost cer- 
tainly this was the calculated pur- 
pose of Stalin. For it is to Rus- 
sia’s interest to make the world 
ealize how radically the position 
of Russia has changed since Mu- 


nich,

Only by appreciating the change 
in the Russian position can we 
hope to begin to judge what is true 
and untrue, probable and improb- 
able, in the rumors that reach us 
from every capital in Europe. The 
change can, I think, be defined 
quite simply. 

Germany, Italy and Japan are 
signatories of a paper called the 
anti-Comintern pact. This. places 
them publicly on record as being 
the avowed enemies of Russian 
Communism, and in the other 
countries the avowal has been ac- 
cepted at its face value by the gov- 
ernments and by public opinion 
generally. Both in the Czech crisis, 
which led to Munich, and in the 
panish civil war, the controlling 
opinion in Great Britain held that 
the axis was directed against Rus- 
sia, that ideologically the issue in 
Europe was Communism versus 
Fascism, and that, from the point 
of view of imperialist aggression, 
the Russian Ukraine was the great 
objective.

But since September, it has grad- 
ually become clear to the govern- 
ing classes in Britain and France 
we this whole conception of theirs 


fas a total misunderstanding. They 
have realized that while the anti- 
Comintern pact is directed only 
against Russia, the action of Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan is not di- 
rected against Russia at all. It is 
true that, according to the map, 
Russia lies inside the Rome-Ber- 
lin-Tokio triangle, and the world 
has believed, because it wished to 
believe it, that the actual aggression 
would follow the line of the ideolog- 
ical propaganda. 

Actually, the aggression has tak- 
en the exactly opposite direction; 
that is to say, not inward against 
Russia at the center of the tri- 
angle, but outward against China, 
Great Britain and France. The 
anti-Comintern pact has not turned 
out to be an alliance against Rus- 


sia but an instrument for isolat- 
ng and neutralizing Russia while 
the partners were carving out their 
empires elsewhere.

The anti-Comintern pact has 
been a very effective instrument. 
For it succeeded in persuading the 
British and French that the ques- 
tion was whether they would be- 
come allies of Russia in order to 
Save Soviet Russia from dismem- 
berment and destruction. 


It is only in the past few months, 
actually since the seizure of Bohe- 
mia and Moravia, that the British 
and French have begun to realize 
that the real question was whether 
Russia would become their ally in 
the event of war. 

AS soon as they did realize that 
they, not Russia, were the objective, 
that ‘t was Russia, not they, which 
had to decide whether to intervene 
in a European war, they began to 
woo Russia. At once the triangle 
began to woo Russia also.

The disclosure that the anti-Com- 
intern pact does not threaten Rus- 
sia accounts for the sudden re-ap- 
pearance of Russia as a great 
Power in Europe. 

Now, Litvinov symbolized the 
Russia which, because it was sup- 
posed to be the intended victim of 
the anti-Comintern pact, was look- 
ing for allies in Western Europe. 
He symbolized the Russia which 
was supposed to need help, and 
could not get it, the Russia which 
not only had no allies but until re- 
cently, practically until this last 
week, was not even acceptable as 
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an ally. His removal is a sharp) 
reminder that all this is a false pic- | 
ture of the true position, that it is) 
not Russia which is immediately 
threatened and needs allies, but 
Great Britain. 

There is no need to conclude from 
this that Russia is about to come to 
an understanding with Germany. 
That is not inconceivable. But for 
the present all that we can be cer- 
tain of is that Stalin has re-entered 
the Europe from which he was shut 
out at Munich, that he has made 
Russia formidable again as a poten- 
tial ally, as a potential enemy, as a 
potential neutral. 

From now on it will be impossible 
for any statesmen in London, Paris, 
Rome or Berlin to forget that just 
as Germany, Hohenzollern or Hit- 
lerite, is a great Power in Europe, 
so Russia as Russia, be it Czarist 
or Stalinist, also is a great Power 
in Europe.

The future relations between Ger- 
many and Russia will not be deter- 
mined, we may be sure, by those 
ideological principles that the in- 
nocent classes and masses take so 
seriously. 

The German racial ideology did 
not stop the incorporation of the 
Czechs, who are Slavs, into Great 
Germany; it has been conveniently 
forgotten for the time being as ap- 
plying to the Germans in the Tyrol

The real obstacle to a very close 
association between Russia and 
Germany today is not ideological, 
or economic, or national. It is 
that the Nazi party and the Com- 
munist party, both of them small 
ruling oligarchies, cannot share 
power anywhere. Wherever they 
meet, the one or the other ruling 
class must be the master. 

It is difficult enough for consti- 
tutional rulers to collaborate. But, 
among dictatorial regimes, one or 
the other must be the master wher- 
ever they meet. The unhappy po- 
sition of Mussolini proves that all 
too clearly. 

Thus, it is conceivable from the 
precedents of history that Germany 
and Russia might come together by 
carrying out another partition of 
Poland. This is one of the possi- 
bilities, and we may be reasonably 
sure that it has been discussed. 

What may prevent it is, first the 
Poles themselves, and then the real- 
ization on Stalin’s part that if the 
Polish buffer disappears, his col- 
laboration with Hitler will be like 
Mussolini’s, that is to say, on Hit- 
ler’s terms. The chances are that 
he will much prefer the relative 
security which he now enjoys as 
long as he has left any freedom to

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Hardening of 
The Arteries in 
Feet and Legs 


Symptoms Usually Develop 
Between Ages of 40 and 
50, Doctor Says.

UST as a house has steam pipes 
Jana plumbing pipes that carry 

fluids up and down stairs, so the 
body is riddled with pipes that 
bring fluids up to the brain, down 
to the feet and back. These pipes 
are called arteries and veins. Ina 
little child they are like rubber, 
elastic and distensible. As time 
goes on they become like real 
plumbing pipes of rigid metal. And 
then trouble begins. 

This hardening or rigiding proc- 
ess is more discernible in the arte- 
ries and is called arteriosclerosis. 
It may affect arteries anywhere in 
the body and, of course, the symp- 
toms produced depend on the locale 
of the arteriosclerosis. Lately a 
great deal of attention has been di- 
rected to the symptoms which re- 
sult from arteriosclerotic changes 
in the legs and feet. 

A man—and it is usually a man 
—of 40 or 50 years of age may be 
walking along and suddenly get a 
cramp in the calves of the legs. The 
pain is intense, so much so that he 
will have to stop and rest a while. 
The pain passes off and then he 
resumes his promenade, but again 
finds that pain causes him to rest 
once more. 

The condition is called intermit- 
tent claudication. What happens is 
that his arterial tubing has hard- 
ened and can no longer respond to 
the demands his muscles make. 


When muscles are used they need | 


oxygen and this is dissolved in the 
blood that is brought by the arte- 
ries. The more the muscle is used, 
the more oxygen is required. When 
the arteries are young and elastic, 
this is easy, but as they become 
rigid they cannot dilate enough to 


bring the proper amount of blood} 


and oxygen to the active muscle. 
The reason the pain is in the calves 
is that the large muscle bundles of 
the lower leg are there. The pain 
is not felt in the ankles where 
there is only bone and tendon. 
Tests for the capacity of the ar- 
teries to dilate have been made. 
The surface of the skin should 
change temperature in a definite 
way in a normal person. One test 
to determine this is to remove 
shoes and stockings and stay in
